1 . LISBON UNIV. FACULTY OF LETTERS. LISBON UNIV. FACULTY 
OF LETTERS CLOSED JAN. 19 AS A RESULT OF A SOLIDARITY STRIKE 
BY SOME FACULTY, STUDENTS AND STAFF IN SYMPATHY WITH WORKERS 
DEMANDING OVERTIME PAY AND REFUSING TO WORK AT NIGHT. UNIV. 
PROFESSORS TOLD EMBOFF STRIKE WAS ORGANIZED AND PROMOTED BY 
100-MEMBER STRONG COMMUNIST STUDENT LEAGUE. PORT/NEWS AGENCY 
ANOP REPORTED THAT THE PROBLEM WAS DUE TO INSUFFICIENT FUNDS

OVERTIME PAY FOR PRESENT EMPLOYEES. MIN/ED AGREED TO DEMANDS

-APPROVAL GRANTED TO TEACHERS WISHING TO SIGN CONTRACTS

3. UNIVERSITY OF COIMBRA. A REDUCED BUDGET FOR THE UNIVERSITY 
OF COIMBRA AMOUNTING TO APPROX US$380,000 FOR SIX FACULTIES 

IS EXPECTED TO RESULT IN CONSIDERABLE CUTS IN FACULTY AND STAFF 
EMPLOYEES AT THE COIMBRA FACULTIES OF LETTERS AND LAW WHERE 
MOST POLITICAL AGITATION TAKES PLACE. COIMBRA UNIV. RECTOR 
TEIXEIRA RIBEIRO ANNOUNCED 1/19 THAT THE GOP AUTHORIZED BUDGET

STUDENTS FROM 3 ISLANDS IN THE AZORES. UNIVERSITY COURSES 
WILL BE TAUGHT AT PALACIO BERQUO IN PONTA DELGADA, THE 
SOLAR CANTO AT ANGRA DO HEROISMO AND LATER IN HORTA WHERE 
AN OCEANOGRAPHY INSTITUTE IS PLANNED.
